We can carry no more without 
grave risks." 
Mr. Hoover did not refer to the B rit­ 
ish crisis and the announcem ent today 
of the suspension of the gold standard 
at London but it was evident he was 
profoundly concerned. 
“The Arst stone in the foundation of 
stability and recovery, both at home 
and in the world, is the stability of the 
governm ent of the United States,'’ Mr. 
Hoover said.

Immediately following the* arrangement for a moratorium 
on the German debt there began to he talk of a moratorium on 
private debts, but it is easily shown that it would be impractical 
to make such a moratorium compulsory.

some debts must be paid or great disaster would follow, so in a 
postponement of private debts the arrangement must, in great 
measure, be one of agreement between debtor and creditor. 
As a matter of fact a great many such moratoriums art* 
being arranged and many more adjustments of this sort will fol­ 
low. 
Farmers who expected to be able to make a payment on 
their debt through the sale of tflbiT grain or produce find them­ 
selves unable to discharge their obligation with the prevailing low 
prices for all farm produce.

third in the list of victims, while in the open or rural districts the 
death loss comes seventh. 
These figures are far better than was the case a few years 
ago, but they do not satisfy the medical fraternity, nor are they 
pleasing to contemplate by the citizen who may have some dear 
member of his family subject to attack. 
Every effort should he 
made to comply with all the rules laid down by the doctors for the 
prevention and spread of tuberculosis; we are all interested in this) 
fight.

Mr, Block, known to million* of 
readers as Bruno Leasing, author, 
has taken m any years to assemble 
the battery of 1,400 canes which 
com prises what 
is 
probably the 
finest collection of rare woods in 
existence, the selection of walk­ 
ing sticks as a medium for pre. 
seining the varieties and beauties 
of the woods being only a sec­ 
ondary feature. 
The collection, which ought to 
prove of extraordinary interest to 
the laym an whose only knowledge 
is of the com m oner woods used ex­ 
tensively in furniture, attain s the 
extrem es in variety of weights and 
coloring. 
For instance, B arriguda, 
from Brazil, which is lighter than 
cork, 
weighing 
less 
than 
five 
pounds per cubic foot, and Balsa, 
of which the ancient A ndean ship­ 
w rights built their sea-going rafts, 
represent the lighter class. 
In the 
heavyw eights are the quebracho, 
called the ex-breaker, of A rgen­

In the Rudolph Block collection of 
canon now on exhibition ut the* 
New' York Botanical Gardens, stu­ 
dent* of dendrology— the science 
of identification oi woodsy—have 
an opportunity of examining at 
first band rare specimens of wood 
from every far flung corner of 
the earth. 
Woods about which 
they have read nod woods so little 
known that the world’s foremost 
botanists have fulled to identify 
them. 
Mr. Block, known to millions of 
readers as Bruno Lessing, author, 
has taken many years to anscmble 
the battery of 1,400 canc* which 
comprises what is 
probably the 
finest collection of rare woods in 
existence, the selection of walk­ 
ing sticks na a medium for pre­ 
senting the varieties ami beauties 
of the woods being only a sec­ 
ondary feature. 
The eollection, which ought to 
prove of extraordinary interest to 
the layman whose only knowledge 
is of the commoner woods used ex­ 
tensively in furniture, attains the 
extremes in variety of weights and 
coloring. For instance, Barriguda, 
from Brazil, which is lighter than 
cork, 
weighing 
less 
than 
five 
pounds per cubic foot, and Balsa, 
of which the ancient Andean ship­ 
wrights built their sea-going rafts, 
represent the lighter class. 
In the 
heavyweights are the quebracho, 
called the ex-breaker, of Argen­ 
tina, lignum-vitae of the West In­ 
dies, palo diablo, or devil wood of 
Cuba arid the letterwood of Suri­ 
nam, all with a weight of over 80 
pounds per cubic foot, 
These 
woods range from al­ 
most funguslike softness to the 
hardness of tempered steel and 
from the buoyancy of the feather 
to specimens that would sink like 
a stone in water. 
In color the woods range from 
the chalky white of holly to the 
jet black of ebony.

Among the woods with special 
uses may be mentioned tho Hon­ 
duras rosewood, u$ed for tho bars 
of marimbas and xylophones; coco­ 
bolo from Central America, for 
the handles of cutlery and cocus 
from the West Indies for flutes. 
Then there are the dyewqods, 
among which are old fustic from 
tropical America, camwood from 
Sierra 
Leone, 
Africa, 
and 
the 
Mexican taray, which imparts to 
water a remarkable influorosceiife 
that hus been a perpetual source 
of wonder and superstition on the 
part of the natives familiar with it. 
Many of the woods are noted 
for the# aroma they give off, such 


sandalwood from India, raspberry 
jam wood from Australia — all 


as the camphor from Formosa,

pleasing odors. On the other hapd, 
there is the pao d’glho of Brasil 
with its pronounced garlic efflu­ 
vium, not so pleasing, and the 
sneezewood of South Africa, which 
lives up to its name when being 
worked. 
Some of the specimens are of 
special 
interest because of the 
esteem in which they are held-by 
the natives of the country whence 
they came. 
The pink ivory of 
Zululand was reserved for royalty 
and possession of a stick of Tt by 
a commoner of the tribe was an 
offence punishable by death. 
There are hundreds of other 
woods to delight the heart af the 
connoisseur and the layman, but 
strangest thing of all, Mr. Block, 
the happy owner of the unique 
collection, does not use a cane.
